is Valuable Food 


a Achieves International 
nown For High Quality 
Of Its Vegetable Prod uc 


Is Fast Taking a Prominent Place on 
the British Market 

Canadian bred bacon Is fast taking 
a prominent place on the British mar¬ 
ket, J. (1. Robertson, secretary of the 
of Hie Soskatchowan Swine Breedern' 
Association reported at tho livestock 
association's convention, Moose .Taw. 

Mr. Robertsdn pointed out that since 
the grading of hogs tamo into effect in 
November, 1922, greater progress had 
been made In the West than In any 
other part of Canada. Tho encouraging 
feature of export trade was tho pres¬ 
tige Canadian baron Is winning In 
competition with Danish. 

"The spread In price between Danish 
and Canadian bacon has dwindled 
from 35 shilling* and. eight pence in 
1921 to four shillings in 1921, while at 
present Danish bacon enjoys nn ad¬ 
vantage of only four fifths of a cent 

he said. 


Various Ways In Which It May be 

Used 

Honey sweetens life !» many ways. 
This is npjwirent when wo see tho 
various uses to which It Is put. For¬ 
merly It was used mainly ns n spread 
on bread, but today there are a great 
number of other ways of using It. to 
vary one’s menu. Though the best 
w'ay to serve honey Is In Its natural 
or raw form in desserts, as a sweeten¬ 
er. It Is used to a lar^* extent In cook¬ 
ery both In the baking of cakes and 
making of bread to which It imparts 
the property of of keeping fresh for n 
long time—this Is a point which all 
good housekeepers should not©. 

Resides this It Is used in the mak 
Ing of candles, both as a centre which 
Is chocolate coated and as an ingre¬ 
dient in tho many other kinds of 
sweets, for which recipes aro to bo 
found in all good cook books. 

A very appetizing now- spread Is 
now manufactured by incorporating 
honey with peanut butter to make 
wliat Is called "Honey-nut Rutter.” 

Apart from entering directly Into 
table use, it Is used to make most ex¬ 
cellent vinegar, said by many to be 
equal to the bent produced. 

The motorist too may swooten his 
temper by tho uso of It as an anti- 
frc« 70. It has boon found that equal 
parts of honey, water and alcohol 
make a mixture that has proved very 
satisfactory to some who have taken 
tho proper precautions to see llmt all 
gaskets and connections are tight, so 
that no leakage can occur, for places 
where water cannot pass through 
honey mixture will. 

We can realize the value of honey ns 
a natural food when wo see some of 
tho largo breakfast food manufactur¬ 
ers now advocating on all packages of 
cereals put out by them tho use of it 
as a sweetener.

Improvements In Fruits 


Justifiable publicity was given io 
the fact that at the American V< g •’ 
able Growers* Annual Show hold re 
ccntly at Cleveland, Ohio, i n which 
eleven states competed, tho caullflow 
or championship of the North Amerl 
can continent was won by a market 
gardener from Manitoba. Klaus tie 
Jong, who camo to the province from 
Holland some twenty years ago. At 
the same meeting. In the same keen 
competition, the North American col 
ery championship wag awarded Jamo 
Utile, of St. Catharines, Ontario. Two 
such outstanding awards are aulll 
ciently Indicative) of the Dominion’s 
ability to produce superior vegetables 

Certain sections of Canada have 
achieved an International renown for 
their vegetable products. The Mari 
(line Provinces' potato, for instance, 1* 
In wide demand all over the American 
continent and travels In some volurao 
to Cuba, Rermuda, British Gubina. 
Rarbndoes, Jamaica, British West In 
dies and other countries. On the other 
side of tho Dominion tho Pacific coast 
province of British Columbia Is Croat 
Ing the same reputation and seems 
destined to develop as W’ldo a market 
Recently an order for one hundred 
carloads of potatoes was received by 
tho Provincial Growers' Association 
Tho same province Is becoming well 
known as a producer of onions, with 
about 1,555 acres devoted to this crop 
of which 1,000 acres are In the Okann 
gnn Valley. Practically every vessel 
leaving for tho Antipodes carries Jin 
tlsli Columbia onions to Australia and 
New Zealand. 

The Canadan potato crop of I92C is 
estimated to be 43,130,000 cwt., as 
compared with 42,379,900 cwt. In 1925. 
contributed as follows:— Prince Ed 
ward Islands 3,405,000 cwt.; Nova 
Scotia, 2.S33.000; New Brunswick, t 
321.000; Quebec. 13,709,000; Ontario. 
8,916,000; Manitoba, 2,218,000; Sas 
katchewan. 3,015,000; Alberta. 2 
761,000; and British Columbia, 1.859. 
000 cwt. The onion crop of Ontario, 
it Is estimated, will amount to 740 
cars, and that of British Columbia, 820 
cars, 110 cars of the latter being avail¬ 
able for export 


Pecord Should be Carefully Studied 
Before Making Purchase 

How much van a farmer afford to 
pay for a pood dairy cow, and what 
valuation should he place o n ids good 
producers? This question Is naked In 
the latest bulletin of tho Holsteln- 
Frieran Association and an attempt 
made to answer it o n the basis or fig 
gures obtained from the records of 40 
Iowa f’ow Testing associations for a 
full year completed last year. 

A summary and average of tho 7.654 
cow s of which complete year’s records 
were kept showed that tho profits after 
paying all feed costs, varied from $17 
to $191. Tho cows which produced an 
avorage of only 100 lbs. butter fat In 
a year required only $35.67 worth of 
feed, while those producing no average 
of 500 lbs. butter fat had a feed bill of 
$93.71. In spite of the higher feed cost, 
tho 5001b producers made a profit 
over feed cost of $91.72. while the 
100-lb producers returned only $17.22 
after paying tho feed bill. The records 
of cows between tho 100 lb and 500 lb 
producers showed that the profits 
Increased as production Increased, 
even though the feed bill grew steadily 
larger. Those of 3001b butter fat 
showed $98 profit; those producing 
only 200 lbs. showed only $55 profit. 

From these records it may be con¬ 
cluded that, in some Instances. $200

There are no more valuable experi¬ 
ments being carried on at the Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Farms and .stations 
than those concerning fruit. Not 
alone aro efforts directed to tho Im¬ 
provement of varieties, hut also to the 
ar certain meat of the kind most suit¬ 
able for growth in. each particular dis¬ 
trict. Apples being the greatest staple 
of the country naturally recelvo spe¬ 
cial attention and some valuable varie¬ 
ties have been developed or bettered 
by cult I at Ion. Special efforts tire be¬ 
ing made to obtain heavier anti Im¬ 
proved winter sorts, around no few- 
cr'lhnn three hundred of tho longer- 
keeping varieties now being under 
test. Pears are receiving tdmilar at¬ 
tention and particularly with a view 
to securing better blight-resistant 
varieties. 

Hardy cherries are being looked for 
nnd the hybrids between the native 
American species and tho Japanese 
plum have produced useful sorts for 
Eastern Canada. A spineless goose¬ 
berry Is proving promt Ing anti blue¬ 
berries nro being experimented with 
to encouragement of their wider 
growth. 

Investigations In regard to runner 
formation nnd feitilizlng* of tho straw¬ 
berry have shown that the earlier tho 
runners root the larger will bo the 
crowns and that when nitrate soda is 
ined as a fertilizer the best results 
are obtained when it Is applied dur¬ 
ing tho month of September. •

To avoid I. would require on 
tho part of all nations, sympathy nnd 
understanding of their mutual alms 
and aspirations, qualities which they 
had never before brought to the solu- 
ton of their problems. 

Sir George advocated cancellation 
of German reparations payments, and 
war debts. 

"It Is, In my’judgment, Immoral for 
any nation to demand payment of war 
debts,” ho said. 


Canadian Crown Alfalfa Seed Better 
Than the Imported Article 

Alfalfa Is the largest yielding 
hay crop grown on the Central 
Experimental Farm at Ottawa and. 
points out the Minister of Agriculturo 
in his latest report, is e asily grown on 
soils suited to it. Demonstrations have 
proven the important fact that Cana 
dinn grown alfalfa seed gives very 
much better results than those ob 
tained from imported seed. 

Still dealing with tho work of tho 
Field Husbandry division at the farm, 
the Minister says that comparing sun¬ 
flowers with corn for silage it has 
been found that on sandy soli corn 
gives a yield of actual dry matter 
slightly larger than runllowers and 
that because It la eaaler to handle 
and makes rlightly superior silage, 
corn is to be preferred wherever it 
will grow satisfactorily. However., on 
heavy clay sunflowers have given ma¬ 
terially larger dry milter yields than 
corn and for that reason possess some 
advantages on such soil.

Wool Clip 

Every Province But Three Maritime* 
Report Increase Over 1925 

Final estimates for the wool clip of 
the Dominion for the year Just closed 
placo the total at close to eleven and 
a half million pounds. Of his amount 
nround five million itounds were used 
locally, the bulk of the clip in Quebec 
and certain New Canadian settlements 
In tho West never reaching com¬ 
mercial channels. Of ihe remainder, 
about 50 per cent of 3.sol.000 pounds 
to he etact, was marketed on n graded 
basis through tho medium of the Can¬ 
adian Co-operative Wool Growers.

imported stocks on the homo markets. 
Especially great progress luis been 
made In the production of tho seed of 
alfalfa, malting barley, and brown top 
or Rhode island bent grass.

000 acres In 1920 to 859.000 acres in 
1926. and this remarkable Increase 
lms been brought about largely by tin- 
development of a seed supply from 
varieties which can withstand Ihe 
severe wlrlters.
